ASlis Sac State’s $ 8 million non-profit ocganization pro- 
viding both leadership and support services to the students, 
faculty and members of the Sacramento community. 

ASI runs services such as Peak Adventures; an out- 
door recreation program, the Children’s Center, the Aquat- 
ic Center located at Lake Natoma and much more. 

Here’s a rundown of the ASI news you missed this past 
year : 

Peak Adventures, ran a $ 42,000 deficit, leaving them 
in deficit for the sixth year in a row. 

The Children’s Center’s evening program was under 
scrutiny due to a lack of funds and low enrollment. 

ASI and the administration were caught in an uproar over 
the change from Monday-Wednesday classes to Monday- 
Wenesday-Friday classes. 

Six key positions in former ASI President Artemio Pi- 
mentel’s administration were vacant at the start of the 
spring semester. 

Peak Adventures rebounded their sixth year deficit and 
avoided the financial bailout. 

Students were found with virtually no say in some of the 
biggest campus policy decisions due to a lack of badies to 
fill university committees. 











An ASI board member accused ASI of being elitist af- 
ter the board shot down legislation he had authored. 

University and ASI officials expressed concern over 
whether $30,000 of student money, allotted to ASI's spir- 
it program, Green Thunder was being spent correctly. 

Two major campaigns and one independent party ran for 
offices for the spring ASI elections, promising to bring 
better class accessibility, parking relief and a safer campus 
to the students of Sac State. 

A returning solider was told he could not run for ASI of- 
fice because of the number of semesters he had previous- 
ly missed. 

ASI hired an executive director after having atemporary 
director in the position for eight months. 

Eric Guerra and his campaign, "180 Giving It Back" won 
the ASI elections, securing three out of four executive 
board positions. 

A spirit referendum to help support Sac State’s March- 
ing Band, Xtreme Dance Team and Cheer Squad that 
would have increased student fees by $ 5 per semester 
was shot down after students declined the vote in the spring 
ASI elections. 

Ten grievances were filed to the ASI Election Com- 
plaint Committee two weeks after the ballots were cast 
and the ASI President had been elected. 

Nine of the ASI Board of Directors will receive a pay 
increase to take in effect with the new administration this 
fall.

Kinsey was named all-Big Sky second- 
team.

State's season. 

The Hornet baseball and softball teams were moved out of the conference by the Big West 
Conference Board of Directors who stated that they would only accept schools whose en- 
tire athletic department competed within the Big West. 

Softball 

The Hornet softball team finished their season with an 18-33 overall record and 7-17 in 
the Big West Conference. Offensively, the Hornets were lead by Jillian Bivert who led the 
team with a .327 AVG., two home runs and finished tied for second with 13 RBI. The jun- 
ior was rewarded with Big West second-team honors. 

Sophomore Nicole Deatherage led Hornet pitchers with a 10-9 record and 1.45 ERA. 

Alison Norman was named Big West Honorable Mention. 

Track 

Hornet sprinters Myesha Kirtman and Jonathon Davis both earned Big Sky outdoor ti- 
tles at the Big Sky Outdoor Championships. Both the men's and women's teams finished sev- 
enth out of eight teams.

Both the men's and women's tennis teams lost in the first round of the NCAA tournament 
to Stanford ier 4-(). 

The women's team (20-4) defeated Northern Arizona University to capture the Big Sky 
title.

Sacramento State is home to one of the country's only 
aquatic centers, according to CSUS Aquatic Center Director 
Brian Dulgar. 

Dulgar, who runs the center with his wife, Cindi, began 
working at the center in the 80s and has been there ever since. 
"We give students who otherwise would not be able to afford 
a sailboat or rowboat a chance to learn for almost nothing." 
said Dulgar, "For pennies on the dollar, you can come out and 
do something great." 7 

The center offers a variety of bikes, kayaks, sailboats, 
rowboats and windsurfers for $5-10 per hour for students 
and $7-15 for non-students. Class instruction and private les- 
sons are also available in most water sports. 

"What we are trying to do is increase the value of the de- 
gree of the CSUS student," said Dulgar, "What we have seen 
over the last 3 years has been an explosion.

Located off campus on Lake Natoma, the center is sup- 
ported by Associated Students, Inc. and the U.S. Department 
of Boating and Waterways. 

The buildings used for administration and instruction were 
built as barracks for the workers who built Nimbus Dam, 
and are badly in need of replacement, said Dulgar. The cen- 
ter is currently undergoing a $4 million renovation, funded by 
the Department of Boating and Waterways, which will pro- 
vide for new and improved facilities. 

The improvements come just in time. If San Francisco is 
chosen as the venue for the 2012 Olympics, the Aquatic Cen- 
ter will host some of the water sport events. "My directive to- 
wards the Olympics is that this (renovation) program is a 10 
year deed. I want to focus on this. If the U.S. gets picked, then 
I will start getting involved in logistics." said Dulgar.
